Later deeds in the Wooddell papers indicate that Joseph bought James McKony's

According to Chalkley (I, 171), which cites Augusta County 
Will Pock 6 page 429, the will of Thomas Waddle (Waddell), Sr., was written on 
Soptcaber 6* 1784, and proved October 19, 1784, so it appears that the father of Jo¬ 
seph died in 1784. With regard to the discrepancy in the dates of death, I am in¬ 
clined to believe that the engraver at Mossy Creek made a mistake of one year on the 
stone rather than that there were two elderly persons named Thomas V/ooddcll who died 
a year apart, Raisiog the sunken monument to determine whether the wife's name is 
given on the bottom half would provide one possible resolution to this issue. 

Joseph Wcoddell (1752-1834) enlisted in the militia and saw service in the Rev¬ 
olutionary War. The National Archives in Washington D. C., has a file containing 
decunents submitted many years later in support of his successful application for a 
pension under the act of June 7, 1832. Cne of the documents in this file is a ser¬ 
ies of cv.'ora statements on his behalf, the first of which was made before the court 
of rccahontas County in 1832 to describe his service;

Ir. addition to the Wooddell family papers, several other sources have been con¬ 
sulted: a file in the National Archives concerning Joseph's Revolutionary War Ser¬ 
vices, Joseph's will in the Pocahontas County courthouse, U. S. census records, and 
scattered references in Chalkloy and Price, In quoting from these sources I will 
fr-ell the fardly name as rendered by the county or census official or family member 
vho prepared the document under consideration at the moment, so the reader will find 
kc-odle, Voodell, Waddle, and other variations scattered throughout the following 
fAgcs. Joseph himself used the form "Wooddell" consistently for his signature and 
this spelling is used on the headstone over his father's grave.

WANLESS UNITED 
METHODIST CHURCH 

Thi* church i. located on Back Mountain 
Road North of Caa*. Land deed for the church 
wa. granted in October 190* by C.C. Wanle** 
and wife Hannah. Trustee* at the time were H.L. 
Ketler.C.C Wanleu. A W Tallman. J.H Tail- 
man. William Cassell and A.W Sheets. The 
church was then known a. Mount Union Later 
it wa. changed to Wanles* Methodist and is 
currently known as Wanlet* United Methodist 
Mr Harry Wanles*. Mr W Brice Cassell and 
Mr». Lelia S-ink remember the building of the 
church in 1907 by John and Robert Nole with 
help from the local residents. They recall that the 
lumber for the church and pews was sawed at a 
small mill located on a stream on the property 
now owned by Mr. William Tyler. The lumber 
wa. dried in a kiln on the land behind the church 
site Mr Wanles. remembers helping put the 
shingle* on the roof. Mrs. Grace Cassell remem¬ 
bers going to the dedication service* in 1908. 

The original Bible was obtained from Sear* 
Roebuck and was stolen many year, ago Maude 
Wjnlcu. sitter to Harry, collected donation, 
from Cheat Mountain woodsmen and local resi¬ 
dent* to buy the church bell and organ. 

Families living within a five mile radius 
attended and maintained this church for many 
year.

«o. W W Gilford and Henry Taylor were 
appointed m 1*94 to the building committee 
The church was named "Wesley Chapel" by 
J F Patterson and was dedicated in 1*97 
The building was not Urge enough, because 
the congregation averaged around a hundred 
During the period of 1919-1923 Mr Samuel 
Elliott removed the back end and built an addi¬ 
tional ten feet to the church. 

In 1961 the Church was transferred to the 
Minnehaha Sprinp Charge and then in 1974 it 
was transferred back to the present Pocahontas 
Charge. 

A vestibule, bell tower, toilet* and tool shed 
were built Uter. 

In 1966 an oil furnace was installed. 

In 1971 lightning struck the chutch. The fire 
was put out before too much damage was done. 

In 1 976 the inside of the church was re-done by 
insulating, lowering the ceiling, paneling walls, 
etc 

Later a drain ditch was installed in front of the 
church and cemetery to ptevent water from 
running across the road. Mr. Ivan VanReenan 
donated a steel gate to be used at the entrance to 
the cemetery. Hymn books were purchased as 
Memorials and book racks installed on the 
benches, tin.
